Claim 50 (currently amended): A membrane preparation comprising a KDR fusion protein 
comprising a KDR protein and a heterologous protein, wherein the KDR protein is characteriz e d 
by comprises an intracellular portion of a human KDR protein , comprising from about amino 
acid 790 to about amino acid 1356 as set forth in SEQ ID NO: 2, wherein position 848 is a 
valine, wherein said membrane preparation is obtained from a recombinant host cell transformed 
or transfected with a DNA molecule encoding the human KDR fusion protein.
